The Design Centre A Showroom For 
The Best In British Industry 


HE ANNOUNCEMENT that the Council of Industrial Design is to open a permanent 
i exhibition, to be known as The Design Centre for British Industries, in Central London 


next year (Board of Trade Journal of September 17, page 619) has drawn attention to the 
role which design can play in winning business in export markets % 

Industrial design is not something new; it made its contribution to the great industrial expansion 
of the last century. All that came out of those dark factories may not now fill us with pride, but 
the work of Britain’s engineers and the products of many presses and looms won us an international 
reputation which in those days brought us substantial business. Our present economy and —< 
standard of living is forcing us to expand the volume of our trade so that costs can be 
down and the expansion continued. This cannet be dene by consahteating snuialy Gn die expect of 
capital goods. Prosperity depends to an increasing extent on overseas markets for 
consumer goods; and it is in these industries that industrial design can contribute most by making 
our products more marketable. 


One way of meeting competition in world markets is to improve the design of British products. 
This has brought design to the fore as a powerful selling point. birding al em aly ene ta 
level of technical efficiency in a wide range of products 4 pee is narrowing the difference 
in prices of comparable goods. Consequently consumer choice now tends to harden on design ~ 
that is a skilful reconciliation of the requirements of function and appearance. Constant attention 
to design in several industries has already become almost as i as research. Quality goods 
form an important part of our expanding trade, and quality depends on a high standard not only of 
material and workmanship but also of design. 

The greatest opportunities for expansion are for products of essentially modern design, as such 
countries as Italy, Germany and Scandinavia have been quick to realize. there is still 
Soeun for aman of the haa traditionsl decighk for Which SvOhihd tan been famed, there is a 
danger that this very reputation may obscure from the rest of the world the efforts British i 
bene et ger gt cr rrr piglet apse ee omg age aesgmigtat one If we 
are to secure our full share of the world’s markets, buyers must turn to us as for new 
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well designed goods as they do for the more traditional products. 


Both industry and government have long been aware of the need 
to foster a progressive attitude to design, but it was not until 1944 
that the Coalition Government decided to establish the Council 
of Industrial Design and its Scottish Committee, and invited promin- 
ent business men and designers to serve as Council members. Its 
funds are granted annually by Parliament on the Board of Trade 
vote and its task is to promote by all practicable means the improve- 
ment of design in the products of British industry. The means adopted 
by the Council are based solely on persuasion and it has no powers 
of direction. Although its terms of reference indicate that the Council 
is primarily concerned with industry itself, it has always maintained 
that progress also depends on the willingness of the retailer to stock 
well designed goods and the public to buy them. This dual approach 
has helped the Council to tackle design problems comprehensively 
and support the advice given to industry with complementary action 
with retailers and the public. 


First Step Towards Improvement 


The first step towards improvement is the acceptance by manage- 
ment that designing is an important part of the industrial process. 
In the early days the Council made a study of the effective ways in 
which a design policy can be applied in various types of firms and 
the broad principles which produce the best results. In pioneering 
this approach to design within industry, the Council is often able to 
follow up advice on policy with recommendations from its Record 
of Designers which contains over 2,000 names. ‘The response of 
the manufacturers has been encouraging, and already the quantity 
of well designed goods on the market is sufficient to furnish a 
permanent display with a constant supply of exhibits. 


To arouse the interest of buyers and the public in well designed 
goods the Council has undertaken during its first ten years a very 
full programme of exhibitions at home and abroad. Every exhibition 
has been selective and at no time has the Council asked firms to take 
space in which to show goods chosen by those firms. The normal 
procedure is for the Council to publish an invitation to all firms to 
submit goods in those categories which will be represented in the 
display. ‘These submissions are examined by the Design Review 
Committee, consisting of Council members, industrial advisers 
appointed after consultation with the appropriate trade, and staff, 
under the chairmanship of the Director. The principles of selection 
have been evolved with great care and have been stated by the Council 
in the following terms: 


“Though rules of thumb and narrow definitions are neither feasible 
nor desirable, the general principle can be stated that the object of 
the Council’s selections is to promote good design as comprising good 
materials and workmanship, fitness for purpose and pleasure in use. 
These attributes can often apply as well to a traditional design as to 
a modern one and it is well known that Britain has won a world-wide 
reputation for her traditional designs; but this reputation could not 
have been won had earlier generations not had the courage to experi- 
ment and to add their fresh ideas to the national heritage. Therefore, 
while accepting the claims of many traditional designs that still 
measure up to today’s requirements from the point of view of the user 
and of the maker, the bias of the Council’s propaganda has always 
been towards encouraging fresh thought and design in both the old 
craft-based and the new technical industries, whether the inspiration 
for a good design is original and contemporary or basically traditional.’ 


Those which are accepted are included in Design Review, which 
is the Council’s illustrated record of well designed goods in current 
production. The items finally selected for exhibition are then taken 
from Design Review, which already contains over 8,000 items.* 
This procedure has worked well and the Council has come to be 
regarded by many firms as the independent authority competent to 
select from industry through Design. Review, which is constantly 
kept up to date with new products. 


These exhibitions and other activities, such as courses and con- 
ferences, have made design a live issue not only in factories, offices 
and shops but also in schools and the homes of the general public. 
Overseas the effect has been to correct in some measure the impression 
that Britain has little to offer in the way of modern design. The

selective exhibition has now proved its value as a complementary 
activity to the trade fair. 


Permanent Display of Good Design 


The Council believes, and in this it has the support and approval 
of the Government, that the time has arrived when it should embark 
on a project mentioned in its original brief, the establishment of 
The Design Centre which will be a permanent display of well-designed 
British goods. Suitable premises have now been found in the West 
End of London, at 28 Haymarket, S.W.1, where the Council have 
now moved from their former headquarters in Petty France, West- 
minster. From next Spring the Design Centre will be open all the 
year round to buyers, manufacturers, the Press and the general 
public and it will present a constantly changing exhibition of 
durable consumer goods selected by the Council from the best in 
current production. 

The main part of the changing exhibition will be a buyers’ guide, 
but it will be regularly supplemented with specialist displays such as 
tableware, textiles, examples of foreign design which will illustrate 
trends abroad, or furnishings and equipment for offices, schools and 
hotels. This will be the first time im any country that a permanent 
display covering so wide a range of products has been undertaken 
jointly by industry and the government. It will, in fact, be a national 
showroom where we can demonstrate to ourselves and the world 
that the broad tradition of British design could once again be as alive 
and creative in this machine age as it was in the heyday of our Georgian 
craftsmen. 

Now that the commercial advantages of good design are impressing 
the industrialist, it is particularly important that manufacturers 
should recognize and apply sound standards of design. Already there 
are signs that exaggerated forms of the ‘contemporary’ style are

being mistaken for the criteria of good design. The selective exhibition 
at The Design Centre will enable manufacturers to. study. a wide 
range of products which represent the best standard of design in 
Britain. The reaction of the public to the exhibition will also insicate 
the degree of public interest in well-designed goods. ‘ 


In the past when the Council has invited firms to take part in 
exhibitions they have only been asked to pay the cost of freight. 
Exhibitors at The Design Centre, however, will be asked to contribute 
to the running costs according to a scale of charges based on the size 
of the item selected and time it is on display. (The charging scheme is 
explained more fully in the prospectus which can be obtaimed:from 
the Council.) For a national display on such a prominent site’ these 
terms are very favourable. Manufacturers who wish to.have. their 
goods included in The Design Centre should make sure that they are 
submitted to the Council for consideration by the a Seatee 
Committee as soon as possible. 


The project has already been explained broadly to Satin Hepre. 
sentatives of overseas buying houses who have welcomed the news 
that this practical service will soon be at their disposal: This same 
service of selective display and the wider reference system of ee 
Review will provide retailers, architects, supplies officers, interior 
designers and the discriminating housewife a unique shopping 
guide which will save hours of searching. Although nothing in’ The 
Design Centre will be sold on the premises, the Information Servite 
will give full trade details, including catalogues provided an exhibitors, 
and will direct all inquirers to the appropriate source of supply. 

This collection of goods, permanent but always up to, date, will 
be a nucleus from which exhibits can be selected for through- 
out the country and overseas. It will also be a new source of informs

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Chemical Research For Industry Shown 
° at Laboratory’s Open Days 


‘THE ANNUAL Open Days at the Chemical Research Laboratory, 
‘Teddington, took place this week and gave visitors from industry, 
other research establishments and the technical press an opportunity 
of seeing the wide scope of the research work carried out there. 

The subjects covered included corrosion and its prevention, new 
techniques in geochemical prospecting, the extraction of gold from 
its ores by a simplified method and the study of rare earths and metals 

as germanium and selenium, which are becoming of increasing 
importance to the industrialist and the engineer. The use in research 
of such comparatively new techniques as chromatography and 
ion-exchange were demonstrated in several departments of the 
Laboratory. 

One field of activity in which chromatography is being used ex- 
tensively is in geochemical prospecting, in which soils, stream sedi- 
ments and plants in the vicinity of suspected ore deposits are chemically 
examined to ascertain their mineral content. It has been found that 
where deposits exist just below the surface they can be accurately 
located by examinations of this sort. 


The Laboratory has developed a simple test technique in which 
filter papers and reagents can be used to separate out the particular 
metals being sought and to indicate the quantity of ore present in the 

‘sample. The equipment is compact enough to enable prospectors to 
examine samples in camp without having to transport them back to 
a chemical laboratory. 


Ion Exchange Techniques 


A new procedure of interest to geologists and the mining industry 
enables gold and other metals to be extracted from their ores more 
easily. Gold, for instance, is usually recovered from cyanide solutions 
by precipitation with zinc dust. The unwanted metals in the pre- 
cipitate are then removed chemically one by one to leave the pure 
gold. By using an ion exchange resin, a material which is capable of 
removing substances from solution, it was found possible to remove 

_ the gold content from the precipitate, leaving the unwanted metals 

‘ behind and eliminating several stages in the previous process. It is 
expected that gold at least 95 per cent. pure can be obtained by the 
new method. 

Ion exchange is also being used in chromatographic techniques. 
Chromatography is a method of separating mixture of organic and 
inorganic substances. A new ion exchange cellulose has been perfected 
which can be used for recovering metals from solution or for the 
purposes of analysis. The cellulose simplifies the procedure by making

tion for journalists from the national, trade and magazine press, and 
for radio and television producers. The Centre’s influence can 
therefore extend far beyond those who attend the exhibitions in 
London. 

By drawing together in one continuous exhibition such a wide 
variety of carefully chosen goods from all parts of the British Isles, 
The Design Centre will emphasize the particular merits of our manu- 
factures and, by showing that good design can be good business, it 
will promote a higher standard of design throughout industry. 

For ten years the Council has been preparing for the time when 
it could confidently propose the setting up of this national showroom. 
its relations with industry must be sufficiently close to organize such 
_ @ complicated project; its method of selection must be accepted as 

impartial and just; there must be sufficient well designed goods on 
the market to furnish the display and sufficient public interest in well- 
designed goods to attract the retailer. These conditions have now been 
fulfilled, and the Government have agreed to contribute to the cost 
. of the Centre, since it will help to promote British Trade.

it possible to effect the separations by using simple salt solutions in 
water instead of organic solvents. When used for analysis the cellulose 
is in the form of a paper strip near the end of which a sample of the 
mixture to be analysed is placed. The strip is then hung so that the 
end dips into a salt or acid solution. As this diffuses through the 
cellulose it carries the different components of the mixture with it, 
the distance each is carried depending on its nature. The various 
parts of the mixture thus separate out into bands along the strip. 
The substances isolated in this way can be detected and identified by 
spraying the strip with special reagents which indicate them as 
coloured bands. 


Work on Corrosion Problems 


The replacement of metals damaged or destroyed by corrosion is 
a heavy charge on industry and the Laboratory has for many years 
studied the corrosion of metals when buried in soils, when exposed 
to weather and when in contact with corrosive atmospheres, liquids 
or materials. Radio-active tracer techniques are now being used in 
these studies. 


Certain types of bacteria, present in many clay soils, are responsible 
for the production of acid solutions which attack buried water pipes 
and other underground metallic installations. Methods of inhibiting 
the destructive bacteria have been found. It was noticed that medieval 
metal objects dug up on the site of an old tannery were well preserved 
and it was discovered that this was because of the presence of tannins 
in the soil. The effectiveness of tannins in protecting of buried metals 
is now the subject of research. 


It is also possible to combat the bacteria by using another group of 
micro-organisms — known as Actinomycetes. When these are present 
in the soil they produce substances which inhibit the action of the 
destructive bacteria. A search is now being made for a material known 
to be present in peat soils which is able to prevent the growth of a 
very wide range of bacteria responsible for corrosion and decom- 
position. 

Silver, copper and their alloys are subject to tarnishing caused by 
sulphides present in the atmosphere, particularly in towns. A number 
of substances, including salts of certain acids, hydroxides of some 
metals, tannins and chlorophyll can protect silver and copper objects 
from tarnishing if the objects are packed in a wrapping impregnated 
with the inhibitor. Wrappings of this type are now available com- 
mercially. 

The Laboratory is also investigating the factors responsible for 
corrosion in vessels and pipes containing solutions of various types 
of salts at different temperatures. The problem is met in the operation 
of industrial boilers, domestic hot water systems, storage tanks and 
chemical plant in general. 


Investigations on Metals and Earths 


Other work in hand at the Laboratory includes the investigation of 
the properties and behaviour of metals such as germanium and 
selenium, both being applied extensively in electronic engineering, 
and the rare earth elements which often contain valuable metals such 
as niobium, tantalum and tungsten. The rare earths form a large part 
of the ash from the nuclear fission of uranium and it is important to 
study their properties in the hope that these atomic by-products may 
be found to have uses in industry. 


The new method of purification of metals known as zone-melting is 
being used to obtain metals of high purity for research purposes. 
In this process a heating element encircling a cylindrical container is 
moved slowly down the cylinder. The substance within the container 
is melted by the heating element and as the molten zone travels the 
impurities travel down with it and are carried to the bottom of the 
container leaving the pure material in the column. When a high 
degree of purity is required the process can be repeated until it is 
achieved. The Laboratory has also applied this technique to the 
purification of such elements as bismuth, tellurium and gallium; which 
are needed for research into inter-metallic semi-conductors. 
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Minister of State’s Visit to 
Scandinavia 


THAT BRITAIN’S prestige in general was high, but that there was 
some lack of knowledge of the progress and efficiency of some British 
industries, were the principal impressions gained by the Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, Mr. A. R. W. Low, from his recent visit to 
three Scandinavian countries. The Minister of State’s main purpose 
was a goodwill and study tour of Finland, but he took the opportunity 
to spend 14 days each in Stockholm and Oslo. 

Britain is the chief customer of Finland, Sweden and Norway 
and, in addition, the chief supplier of Norway and Finland and the 
second supplier of Sweden. This year our total exports to the three 
countries will be over £200 million. 

These three countries are all expanding their sales of wood, pulp 
and paper products, and are all increasing their imports. While they 
are close to Britain in friendship and commercial goodwill, they are 
also geographically close to Germany and they are now the scene of 
a major German commercial challenge. Air travel has brought them 
notably closer to Great Britain; it is, in fact, possible to reach these 
capitals by air from London in a shorter time than it takes to reach 
many towns in the North of England by train. In spite of this, the 
Minister was told that, in general, with of course some well-known 
exceptions, there had been a dearth of British visitors, and particularly 
of high level British industrialists, to these three countries, whereas 
many Scandinavian visitors had come to the United Kingdom. The 
dearth of British visitors contrasts with the considerable number of 
Germans and Americans who go personally to these countries, and 
air travel should make it much easier for high ranking British industrial 
representatives to explore these markets personally. 


Sweden 


Sweden is practically an open market and provides a good test of 
British competitiveness and selling ability. The Minister saw signs 
that many people in Sweden are not as fully aware as they might be 
either of technical progress in Britain or of the range of goods British 
exporters can offer. 


Finland 


The Minister had the opportunity to see in Finland a good deal of 
the large and expanding timber, pulp and paper industry, including 
several mills newly equipped with the most modern machines — 
American, German and British. The Minister also saw something of 
the engineering, textile and glass industries. In discussions with the 
Finnish Government the Minister stressed the importance which 
H.M. Government attached to two points: first that special trade 
arrangements with Russia and the Eastern Bloc should not be allowed 
permanently to injure traditional trade with Britain, which was, of 
course, prepared to compete with Russian goods on equal terms; and 
secondly that when the Finns had to restrict their imports from 
Western countries they should avoid any measures which might have 
the effect of discriminating against the United Kingdom. The Minister 
received an assurance from the Finnish Government on this second 
point. 

In the early months of this year United Kingdom exports of cars 
and cotton textiles to Finland were rather small compared with other 
British exports. The Minister was assured that licences now issued, 
and about to be issued, would result in an improvement in these 
particular items in the latter part of the year. 

The Minister learnt that the Finns were particularly interested 
in the use of atomic energy for electric power. In the South of Finland 
there is a limit to the water power available and the Finns have no 
other source of power; they are thus greatly interested in commercial 
reactors and they will be sending visitors to Britain shortly to appraise 
British atomic energy developments. 


Norway 


Some imports from the West into Norway have had to be limited 
as a result of special trade arrangements between Norway and Russia, 
made primarily to enable the Norwegians to sell their fish. The Minister 
found that the Norwegians agreed that the effect of these arrangements 
with the East must be watched to ensure that they did not permanently 
damage Britain’s trade relations with Norway. 

He was impressed by the many signs of the great friendliness of 
all these Governments and their peoples towards Great Britain. 
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Twenty Countries Take Part In 
Handicrafts Exhibition 


THE ORGANIZERS of the International Handicrafts, Homecrafts 
and Hobbies Exhibition, which opened at Earls Court, London, on 
September 22 and ends today, say that a nation-wide survey last ged 
showed that over 80 per cent. of the British public are 

some form of home decoration. When the exhibition o a ee 
attendance seemed assured because of its wide appeal to the general 
public. 


The exhibition, now in its third year, has doubled in size since its 
inception and it is pleasing to note the increasing interest shown by 
overseas countries. This year over 20 countries are represented: three 
of them — Iran, Spain and Indonesia — have not exhibited in Britain 
since before the war. It was, therefore, appropriate that the Am- 
bassadors of Iran and Spain should have been invited to declare the 
exhibition open. 


The Overseas Section is perhaps the most colourful part of the 
exhibition. Lovely silks in oriental patterns and colours hang as a 
background to many of the stands, and men and women in national 
costume demonstrate their native arts. Many of these crafts have been 
practised for generations and these national displays re-capture the 
spirit of their country of origin and bring it to Earls Court. 


The main part of the exhibition is devoted almost entirely to the 
‘Do It Yourself’ movement. The home handyman is shown by over 
100 live demonstrations how to tackle an amazing variety of things, 
some of which might well be regarded as in the province of skilled 
labour. The manufacturers have shown imagination, too, in their 
sales literature. A well known maker of tiles has incorporated a design 
chart in his instruction leaflet which helps the purchaser to create 
his own patterns and make a very accurate estimate of the number of 
tiles he requires for his easily home-laid floor. 


There are many new and improved methods of covering walls and 
floors with tiles and paints. The displays are colourful and contempor- 
ary in style. There is a novel paint roller in foam rubber which: is 
economical in material and labour, and there are demonstrations im 
paper hanging which suggest ease and speed. 


Some of the less usual handicrafts such as plumbing, canoe building, 
doormat making, and pewter and silver beating are represented, ye 
for the more ambitious still there are kilns for firing pottery and c 
and a variety of power tools for almost any purpose. 


Hints for Home Knitters 


Wool Fair, a touring exhibition dealing with all aspects ae hand 
knitting, is of particular interest to women. A Ahad ag cs rt gives 
advice to visitors and there are visual aids to fashion and pm eri sense 
as well as practical information about washing, wear and care. One 
of the highlights of the exhibition as far as the women are concerned 
has been the series of fashion parades showing the new autumn 
hand-knitting wool designs. All the designs were shown for the first 
time at the beginning of the exhibition and it was so that 
instruction leaflets for making them appeared in retail shops on, the 
same day. In response to requests made by visitors to last year’s 
exhibition, the organizers arranged with a well known sewing machine 
company to stage dressmaking demonstrations four times daily. 


A handicrafts competition has been organized 
the exhibition. One thousand of the best examples of amateur 
manship, covering 16 different handicrafts, are displayed; some, of 
them have taken years to complete and the methods and materials 
used have shown remarkable ingenuity. Severely disabled war pé 
ers have competed with other entrants in the competition.

United Kingdom Signs Protocols 
of Amendment to G.A.T.T. 


IN THE Statement of Policy contained in Command 9413, published 
on April 19 last, the Government declared their support for the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade as revised during last 
winter’s review and said that they would be signing, at the appropriate 
times, the Protocols of Amendment incorporating the changes made 
in the G.A.T.T. and the agreement setting up the Organization for 
Trade Co-operation which is intended to take over the administration 
of the G.A.T.T. 


The Protocols of Amendment, which are open for signature until 
November 15, were signed by the United Kingdom on September 24. 


No date has been fixed for signature of the agreement setting up 
the Organization for Trade Co-operation and, as stated in Parlia- 
ment on July 5, the Government will decide when to sign the agree- 
ment in the light of developments in the consideration of it by the 
United States Congress.

: Anglo-American Film Agreement 


MR. ERIC JOHNSTON, Mr. Griffith Johnson, and Mr. Fay Allport 
representing the Motion Picture Export Association of America, 
“Governor Arnall and Mr. Lamont, representing the Independent 
‘Film Producers Export Corporation, and representatives of the 
Government of the United Kingdom agreed in London on September 
22 to extend the Anglo-American Film Agreement without change 
for another year. 


This Agreement limits the remittances of American film earnings, 
and the extension will permit American companies to continue to 
transfer unconditionally $17 million of their annual earnings in the 
‘United Kingdom. 

It was also agreed to continue the arrangement made in Washington 
‘yn September last year, whereby the American companies voluntarily 
waive the right to transfer $2-25 million of additional earnings accruing 
to them from the operation of the Eady Plan.

THROUGH THE co-operation of the Birmingham Chamber of 
Commerce, the British Standards Institution has now opened a 
Sales Office in the headquarters of the Chamber at 95 New Street, 
Birmingham 2. 


This development is in line with the B.S.I.’s policy of making 
British Standards readily available at important industrial centres. 
Experience in Manchester, where the B.S.I. has for long had a branch 
office (now at Coronation House, Market Street), has shown that 
such a facility meets a very real local need. The new office in Birming- 
ham will, of course, maintain a full and up to date stock of all British 
Standards and associated publications, which will help to meet 
more effectively the growing demand for British Standards from 
industry and commerce, and from students and technicians. 


The New Street office will operate at all normal working hours. 
In addition to the sales counter, it will provide facilities for the in- 
spection of British Standards by interested persons. 


Normal reference facilities will continue to be available at the 
Public Library in Birmingham, as in many libraries in other parts 
of the country. 


Travel Award for New Tourist 
Amenities 


To STIMULATE interest in the provision of new services and amenities 
for visitors from overseas, the British Travel and Holidays Association 
is to offer a ‘Come to Britain’ trophy, to be awarded at the end of the 
1956 tourist season. 


This travel ‘Oscar’ will go to the firm, organization, local authority, 
or individual judged to have introduced the best new tourist service, 
facility, or amenity during the year. 


The Association states that the continuing increase in the number 
of visitors to Britain underlines the necessity for the tourist trades 
to expand and improve their services. The Association hopes that 
the trophy will ‘encourage greater enterprise and initiative among 
those whose job it is to transport, accommodate and entertain our 
visitors.’ The trophy will be awarded at the Annual General Meeting 
in September 1956. 


Following are examples of the type of attraction which could be 
considered for the award: a new festival; new hotel, motel or restaur- 
ant; opening of historic house for first time; introduction of a new 
transport service; an attraction organized by a local authority; opening 
of shop or new retail service selling goods to visitors.

Problems of Shipping Goods to the Middle East 


Dear Sir, 


We have read, with great interest, the article Problems of Shipping 
British Goods to the Middle East, by Mr. Julius Lada, published 
in your issue of September 3, 1955. We congratulate the author on 
= comprehensive manner in which he has surveyed this important 
subject. 


British exporters will doubtless be interested, however, in the 
clarification of certain points mentioned in the section dealing with 
transport to Iraq via Basra. 


Mr. Lada’s article was evidently written before the recent revision 
of the Ocean-cum-Rail Through Bill of Lading arrangement. As 
a result of this revision, it is profitable to use the shipping companies’ 
services on a Through Bill of Lading not merely for packages up to 
one ton weight but also for those up to twenty tons in weight — indeed, 
individual packages in excess of this weight can be ‘through-booked’ 
if prior arrangement is made. We would emphasize that these Through 
Bill of Lading arrangements apply to traffic destined for Mosul via 
Basra as well as to Baghdad. The rates charged under these arrange- 
ments are inclusive of Basrah Port charges, railway transhipment 
charges at Baghdad for cargo booked through to Mosul, unloading 
charges at destination (with certain exceptions) and charges for 
handling into and out of Customs Enclosures at destination. 


Although the Iraqi State Railways have no direct interest in cargo 
discharged in midstream at Basra for river conveyance to Baghdad, 
we think it desirable to comment upon the paragraph dealing with 
this. The Port charges at Basra on imports consist of three separate 
items — port dues on all goods entering or passing through the port, 
plus landing and delivery charges on all goods landed to and de- 
livered from port premises. Goods discharged in midstream are, 
therefore, subject to the payment of port dues but not to landing 
and delivery charges. The figure of 18s. 1d. per ton, mentioned in the 
article, is the total of the three items for certain commodities and 
would not, therefore, be entirely avoided by the suggested method 
of conveyance. It is possible that, in some quarters, the impression 
has been gained that the Basrah Port charges are generally 18s. id. 
per ton weight or measurement. This, however, is not so, as the 
charges for dues, landing and delivery vary according to the nature 
of the commodity or article. Moreover, these charges are not applied 
optionally on a ‘weight’ or ‘measurement’ basis in accordance with usual 
shipping practice. A lengthy schedule of port charges signifies against 
each commodity, the basis applicable, i.e. per ton weight, per ton 
measurement or per unit, and a copy of this schedule is available 
on our files for the information of any of your readers. 


At the same time as officially appointed agents in Europe for the 
Iraqi State Railways for freight matters, we have in our possession 
the latest information concerning railway tariffs, working arrange- 
ments, wagon diagrams and gauge restrictions, etc., and on these

Import Duties Exemption Order

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Improved Statistics of Sales of Independent Retailers 


“This article presents the first instalment of a revised scheme of 
measuring current trends in retail trade. This instalment is limited 
to the trade of ‘independent’ retailers; that is, shops owned individu- 
ally or which belong to small chains’ of less than 10 branches. The 
remainder of the revised scheme, covering department stores, retail 
co-operative societies and multiple organizations, is in preparation 
and it is expected that publication on the revised basis for these 
large scale retailers will commence early next year. 

The genesis of this revised scheme of retail trade statistics lies in 
the results of the Census of Distribution and Other Services for 1950. 
These results presented, for the first time, a comprehensive picture 
of the structure of retail trade in Great Britain, thus providing a re- 
liable base from which monthly trends could be measured. At the 
same time the census results made it possible to consider how the 
panel of contributors should be made up in order that the monthly 
movements would be based on as representative a sample as possible. 

There are two main improvements in the revised statistics. Firstly, 
they will be comprehensive, covering all the main kinds of business, 
including (in the case of independent retailers for the first time) 
food shops; secondly, they will indicate trends for broad sectors of 
retail trade and for retail trade as a whole which will be based on the 
properly weighted combinations of the constituent elements. The 
statistics to be produced will, therefore, be a guide not only to what 
is happening in different sectors but also to the trend of retail trade 
as a whole. To make these improvements possible the statistics will 
now be primarily on a kind of business basis (as opposed to a commo- 
dity basis in the old statistics) and a different method of constructing 
the index numbers is used. 

The old scheme (on a commodity basis) aimed at showing the 
trend of sales in commodity categories, e.g. sales of groceries, sales 
of women’s and children’s wear. In consequence the panel of contri- 
butors among large-scale retailers was to a large extent limited to 
those able to provide each month information by commodity cate- 
gories in a standard form of analysis, and, as independent retailers 
generally could not be expected to supply dissected sales figures 


monthly, it entailed the recruitment, in 1946, 1947 and 1950, of 
‘specialist’ shops among these retailers —- that is, shops whose sales 
were more or less confined to one of the categories used in the com- 
modity analysis. These limitations were realized to be a drawback 
to the recruitment of a more representative sample of contributors, 
and accordingly the alternative approach of measuring changes on a 
kind of business basis was decided upon. On this basis the aim is to 
show the trends of sales by shops in each kind of business, for ex- 
ample, sales of grocers’ shops, sales of chemists’ shops. This simplifies 
the provision of information by contributors to a single figure of total 
sales for each shop without commodity dissections and since this 
figure is generally available from a business’s own records it is possible 
to recruit contributors more widely without placing an undue burden 
on the retailer. While this alternative approach simplifies what is 
required of the contributor it is recognized that information on the 
trend of sales by commodity categories is valuable for many purposes 
and the old scheme will in this respect be continued, using the dis- 
sected sales figures which will continue to be supplied by many large 
scale retailers. 


The new method of constructing the index numbers — which is 
described later in this article — leads to estimates of total sales for 
each type of retailer (multiples, co-operative societies, independents) 
in each kind of business. In consequence, in arriving at index numbers 
for a kind of business as a whole (and index numbers for groups of 
kinds of business and for retail trade as a whole) the constituent parts 
can be appropriately combined. In the old scheme combination of 
index numbers relied on the balance of the panel of contributors 
in different sectors, and because of the lack of this balance, which 
bas long been recognized, the combined index numbers are un- 
satisfactory. 


The New Index Numbers 


‘The new index numbers presented in this article are, as mentioned 
above, confined for the present to independent retailers. The change

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to the new basis was accompanied by the recruitment of a large 
number of additional contributors who began to supply their sales 
figures in January of this year. Consequently, the new index numbers 
are presented only from that month and they are, as yet, of limited 
use. Until the series has been running for at least a year comparison 
cannot be made of trade im a current period with trade in the corre- 
sponding period a year ago. To fill this gap until next year percentage 
changes compared with the corresponding period a year ago will 
continue to be published as derived on the old basis — that is, using 
the old panel of contributors and only for the limited kinds of business 
previously used. 

Meanwhile, the figures throw light on a number of features on 
which information was not previously available. The index numbers 
for ‘All kinds of business’, for instance, enables a first impression 
to be obtained of the overall pattern of trade among independent 
retailers, and of the part played within it by the principal sectors; 
for example, sales would appear to increase seasonally in the second 
quarter, and this movement can be traced to the clothing and foot- 
wear sector and to a lesser extent to food and to two of the kinds of 
business — chemists, etc. and jewellers, etc.—in the miscellaneous 
non-food shops category. Particular interest attaches to food shops, 
for which index numbers were not previously available; the changes 
in sales since 1950 vary greatly among the different kinds of business, 
but an important factor in many of these is the change in price levels 
which has taken place over the period. Among the non-food shops, 
index numbers in two kinds of business are provided for the first 
time for different sizes of shop; these are for drapers and general 
outfitters and for furniture shops. In both these kinds of business 
the smaller shops seem to have done rather better, compared with 
1950, than the larger shops. Among drapers and general outfitters 
the large retailers seem to have done less well than the small retailers 
(since 1950) but rather better than the medium sized retailers. 

In considering these index numbers there are some qualifications 
which should be borne in mind; these, and the causes from which 
they arise, are described later in this article. 


The Panel of Contributors 


As announced in the Board of Trade Journal of January ‘5, 1955, 
about 19,000 independent retailers were invited to become contributors 
to the revised scheme. These were drawn from all kinds of business, 
except a few such as coal merchants, corn merchants, florists and 
seedsmen which are not being covered. 

The system of selecting these retailers was designed to yield 
reliable results on a country-wide basis. In Scotland, Wales, and in 
each region of England (except Greater London) a number of towns 
were chosen, representative of all sizes, and in these a sample of 
retailers was selected. In Greater London the retailers formed a 
random sample of retailers throughout the region. In addition, re- 
tailers were chosen in rural areas throughout Great Britain, so that 
the experience of shops in these areas would be allowed for in the 
results. 

Of the retailers approached about 5,000 became effective contri- 
butors. This response, though perhaps somewhat disappointing, has 
yielded in each kind of business numbers which are considered to be 
about adequate to give reasonably accurate estimates of the trend 
of sales for each kind of business shown 

The old panel of about 3,000 retailers, some of whom have been 
contributing since 1946, has been retained. These retailers were 
originally recruited as ‘specialist’ shops in 1946, 1947 and 1950 and 
their results are included with those of the new contributors under the 
appropriate kind of business heading, since, using the new method of 
constructing index numbers, their trend of sales showed a broad 
similarity. 

The total number of contributors as at January 1955 is shown 
in the accompanying table for each kind of business. This table also 
shows the kind of business headings used in these statistics and relates 
these headings to the kind of business headings used in the reports 
of the Census of Distribution and Other Services for 1950. 


Construction of the Index Numbers 


The new index numbers are derived by using a ‘ratio’ method. 
For each kind of business the total sales of all contributors in a 
current period are divided by their total sales in 1950 to provide 
a ration which, multiplied by the total sales of all shops in the kind of 
business in 1950, gives an estimate of the total sales of all shops in 
the current period. This method assumes that the experience of the 
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sample of contributors between. 1950 and the 
representative of the experience of all shops. ‘The sales 
the current period is then converted into an 
value of sales per week using as a base of 100 the average. value of 
sales per week in 1950.

allowed) for different sales groups in order to allow, as far as possible, 
for any differences in the experience of retailers in these different 
groups. An analysis of the contributors according to their sales size 
showed that, as might be expected, the larger shops were morefheavily 
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fepresented in the sample than those with smaller sales. The making 
Of separate estimates in each sales group goes some way towards 
Offsetting any bias in the results due to this lack of balance as between 
shops of different sizes. 

Group index numbers are obtained by adding together the total 
Sales estimates for the kinds of business in the group and converting 
these to index form on 1950=100. In this way the experience of 
each kind of business in a group is properly reflected in the group 
index. 

‘The index numbers in the old scheme were constructed by a ‘chain’ 
method. From the panel of contributors the percentage change in 
the weekly rate of sales between the current month and the corre- 

onding month a year ago was obtained and this, applied to the index 
fét the month a year ago, gave the index for the current month. 
‘The indices constructed by this method have lately been based on 
indices for each month of the year 1950 obtained from the sample 
of contributors reporting during that year. The accuracy of the 
indices, therefore, rests on each of a number of links in the supporting 
chain of calculation and on the seasonal pattern of the base year. 
Thus, although the chain method gives reliable results for comparison 
with the same month a year ago it may well record inaccurately the 
#fidhth to month trend. The new method will avoid this source of 
possible inaccuracy; it could not be used before, in the absence of 
the benchmark data provided by the Census of Distribution and 
Other Services for 1950. 


Qualifications Attaching to the Figures 


The independent retailers invited to become contributors to these 
statistics were chosen as a random sample to be representative, in 
each kind of business, of retailers throughout the country. Co- 
operation in providing the needed information is, however, on a 
voluntary basis and only a portion of the retailers approached became 
effective contributors. This voluntary nature of the scheme may, 
therefore, be the source of a certain amount of bias in the results 
which the selection of a random sample aimed to avoid. 

In the first place, the trend of sales of retailers who have agreed 
to contribute figures may not be typical of retailers as a whole. There 
is no conclusive evidence that this is so, although it may be conjectured 
that there is a tendency for the more successful trader to be more 
willing to co-operate than the less successful. Secondly, the response 
to the invitation may be unbalanced in different parts of the country. 
‘This possible source of bias has been investigated by comparing the 
régional distribution of the panel of contributors with the regional 
distribution of all shops as recorded in the Census results, and no 
appreciable bias has been detected. This is important because it is 
known that sales trends vary with regions, so that, unless the regions 
are more or less correctly represented in the sample, this difference in 
experience will be disproportionately reflected in the index numbers. A 
third source of possible bias in the group of retailers who accepted the 
imvitation lies in any unbalance which may exist in their representation 
of different sales groups. So far as possible, however, the estimates of 
sales have been made for separate sales groups and this has largely 
removed what could have been a major source of bias. As the sales 
groups used were necessarily few in number in each kind of business 
some bias — probably marginal — may still remain. 

Although the new method of constructing the index numbers 
yields substantial advantages over the old method and the increased 
nuriber of contributors increases the reliability of the results there 
remain certain influences on retail sales which are not reflected in 
the statistics. In particular the statistics take no account of any 
changes arising from changes in the population of shops (because 
the ‘panel of contributors is a sample of businesses which were in 
existence in 1950 and are still in existence). In most kinds of business 
these changes — opening of new shops, closing of existing shops or 
the change in the kind of business of a shop — may well counterbalance 
each other, but in other kinds of business there may well have been a 
net gain or loss in the number of shops between 1950 and 1955 the 
magnitude of which may, to a slight extent, affect the level of the 
index numbers in 1955 as compared with 1950. In general such 
changes affect the smaller shops and are not likely to have a serious 
effect on the estimate of total sales. This uncertainty affects mainly 
the. comparison with 1950; over a short period it can be neglected. 

To take account of these changes constitutes a major problem in 
the measurement of short period statistics of retail trade which has 
still to be solved. For the large-scale retailers - with whom this 
article is not primarily concerned — some measure of the change will 
be available in that multiple contributors and co-operative societies 
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are reporting the sales of all their branches open in each period; 
changes in the number of their shops will, therefore, be correctly 
reflected in the trend shown by these retailers since 1950. For inde- 
pendent retailers the Sample Survey of Distribution for 1956 will, 
in the absence of any other scheme for investigating the problem, 
provide some estimate of the magnitude of the problem and at the 
same time, by enabling the series to be re-based, prevent any serious 
cumulative error from building up. 


Differences Between Old and New Series 


Where the new statistics include index numbers which have appro- 
priate equivalents in the old series it is to be expected, for a number 
of reasons, that there will be some differences between the two sets 
of figures. For example, the different method of calculating the 
index numbers, the more complete representation in each kind of 
business — i.e. the inclusion of non-specialist shops as well as specialist 
shops —and the enlargement of the panel of contributors are all 
potential sources of differences. 


The new index numbers are in all cases to be preferred not only 
because they are based on a larger and more representative number 
of contributors but also because of the improved method of calculating 
the index numbers. For example, for sales by footwear shops, the new 
series gives figures for April and May of 119 and 121 (1950=100), 
a small increase, whereas the old series gave 122 and 114 (1950 =100), 
a fairly substantial decrease. This decrease is almost entirely to be 
accounted for by the use of the chain method — and a further small 
part of the difference can be attributed to the use, in constructing 
the new index numbers, of separate sales groups. 


There is in general a tendency for the new index numbers to be 
higher than the old. In some cases the factors mentioned above play 
some part in this, but in others there is no internal evidence available 
to show the reason for the change. It is, however, to be remembered 
that recruits to the old panel were last obtained in 1950 and that since 
that date there have been continuous withdrawals leading to a weaken- 
ing of the basis upon which the index numbers were constructed. 


Large-Scale Retailers 


The new series of retail trade statistics presented in this article 
cover only independent retailers. The corresponding revised figures 
for large-scale retailers will be published next year. They will be on 
the same lines as for the independent retailers, that is, they will have 
the same comprehensive coverage, they will use the new method of 
constructing the index numbers, and they will be on a kind of business 
basis. The panel of contributors is being considerably enlarged, and in 
this the Board is receiving the assistance of the Retail Distributors’ 
Association, the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade, the Multiple Shops 
Federation and the Co-operative Union, associations which have 
long been connected with the collection of short period retail trade 
statistics. Although these revised statistics will be on a kind of business 
basis information on sales by commodity categories will continue to 
be collected from those large-scale retailers able to provide dissected 
sales figures and, during this year, more large-scale retailers have 
begun to contribute on this basis. It is hoped, therefore, to make 
improvements also in the commodity statistics.

How Britain and Denmark Depend on Each Other 
as Trading Partners 


Special interest is attached to the publication on Thursday of a new Survey of Denmark by the Counsellor (Commercial) 
to H.M. Embassy, Copenhagen. Publication date coincided with the opening of the British Exhibition in the Forum and the 
Tivoli, Copenhagen, organized by the British Import Union of Denmark and the Federation of British Industries, which 
continues until October 16. Copies of the Survey are on sale at the exhibition. Points from the Survey are summarized below. 
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LONG EXPERIENCE in many parts of the world has proved that the 
size of a country and its population is no clue to its value as a market. 


Denmark is a case in point. She is not much more than half the size 
of Scotland: she has under 44 million people; yet in all Europe only 
Sweden and Holland take more of our exports, and no European 
country earns so much by trade with us. In 1954 Denmark’s trade with 
Britain both ways was valued at {206-7 million, Holland’s at £209-5 
million, and Sweden’s at £209-9 million. 

The development of Anglo-Danish trade in recent years is shown 
thus in the Trade and Navigation Accounts of the United Kingdom:

Against this decided margin in her favour, Denmark has had to 
set off an adverse balance of trade with the world as a whole. The

reasons for this trade gap, which has widened in the last year or so, 
are given with a general picture of the Danish economy in the latest 
Economic Survey of Denmark*. 


Domestic Strains 
In a general review of 1954-55 the Survey says: 


‘Activity on the home market, stimulated by a general wage increase, 
unbalanced the economy. A series of minor crises began in the spring and, 
in spite of a steep increase in the rate of discount in the National Bank, 
continued throughout the summer and the autumn. There were several 
reasons for the strain in the economic structure. Consumption of personal 
and capital goods had outstripped production so that an inflationary tendency 
became apparent in the middle of the year. Heavy expenditure was being 
incurred on building, especially for houses and apartment buildings in 
Copenhagen. Purchases on credit had increased by the middle of the year. 
This situation led to a greater demand for imported goods of all kinds as 
well as for home produced articles. As a result the gap between exports and 
imports widened. Although exports showed a healthy increase, imports

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increased at an even higher rate. Liberalization resulted in higher imports 
of some consumer goods. The high level of industrial activity, including 
new capital investment, stimulated the demand for imported raw materials. 
Larger imports in the early part of the year of grain and feeding stuffs were 
needed on account of the increase in the number of livestock; some of these 
imports may have been intended as a hedge against an increase in world 
Prices or a poor harvest. Another factor was the high expenditure on motor 
vehicles, of which more were imported by June 1954 than in the whole of 
the previous year. 

“The poor harvest was another major reason for the failure of the foreign 
exchange holdings to recover by the end of 1954 and the beginning of 1955, 
as would normally have been expected. A drought in the late spring was 
followed by an excessively wet summer and the outturn of the harvest was 
estimated at 13 per cent. less than the 1953 figure.’ 


The Survey reviews the Danish Government’s remedial measures. 
Where these bear directly on British exports they have been duly 


noticed in this Journal. The Survey was completed before their effect 
could be assessed. 


Denmark’s Imports 
In their three main groups, Denmark’s imports in 1952-54 were:

Imports from the United Kingdom took first place. The most 
important (by value) were textiles, base metals, spinning materials, 
machinery, motor vehicles, raw rubber, metal goods, electrical 
apparatus, coffee, cocoa, tea, chemical and other raw materials, 
explosives and various chemical products and tobacco. 

The return of Western Germany as a traditional supplier to the 
Danish market was demonstrated by an increase from Kr. 1,032 
million in 1952 to Kr. 1,268 million in 1953 and to Kr. 1,563 million 
in 1954. Trade with the Nordic countries showed a steady develop- 
ment, particularly in Danish-Swedish trade which increased in 1954 
by approximately Kr. 100 million over 1953 each way. Imports from 
the Benelux countries and France generally increased during 1952-4. 
Trade with Italy showed both increased imports and exports for the 
three-year period, while that with Switzerland showed increased 
imports and decreasing Danish exports. 

The United States of America is Denmark’s major trading partner 
outside Europe, followed by “3razil. There was a very large increase 
in Danish imports from the Argentine (from Kr. 23 million in 1953 
to Kr. 153 million in 1954). 


Advice on Business Methods 
The Survey adds: 


“The effects of liberalization of trade and of the increasing competi- 
tion, especially of German products, are factors with which most 
United Kingdom manufacturers are well-acquainted. Personal visits of 
representatives of United Kingdom exporters to their agents and 
customers and careful study especially of sales methods utilized by 
successful competitors are proving to be of immense value in assessing 
the long-term prospects of the Danish market as a whole. Progressive 
liberalization of Danish imports, now also extended to raw materials 
from dollar sources, is bound to bring about still further increases 
in competition and may present new problems for the sales organiza- 
tions of United Kingdom manufacturers in this market. 

‘In this respect it should be remembered that a good agent is 
normally a first requirement for obtaining a share of business in 
Denmark. As trade between the two countries is long-established, 
the best agents are often already committed and not free to accept 
further agencies. There are, however, a number of newcomers who 
may be found willing, and capable, of doing this, Most of these newly 
established agency firms are, however, not in a position to produce 
figures in respect of past trading performance and as such they are 
unfavourably placed in comparison with those of longer standing, 
and their chances of obtaining import licences are likewise limited. 

‘United Kingdom exporters whose trade with Denmark shows a 
tendency to fall off should not jump to hasty conclusions about the 
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suitability of their existing agent. Cases have occurred where, upon a 
hasty termination of an agency agreement with a Danish firm, United 
Kingdom manufacturers have not found anyone to take their place. 
Before such a serious situation is reached it is advisable, therefore, to 
obtain as much information and advice as possible on the reasons for 
a decline in business and then to endeavour to make improvements 
preferably in collaboration with the agent. Both the Board of Trade 
in London and the Commercial Department of the British Embassy 
in Copenhagen will be glad to assist United Kingdom traders in their 
efforts to promote exports. 

‘Danish agents are not as a rule interested in representing merchant 
houses abroad as the addition of the latter’s commission may make 
the goods non-competitive. In spite of this, some United Kingdom 
merchant houses are doing considerable business in Denmark, but 
these are usually old-established firms who, through their local agents, 
have studied the market and are able to offer the right goods at the 
right time and price. Even if business is satisfactory the United 
Kingdom principal should make a practice of sending a responsible

member of his firm to Denmark at regular intervals to encourage the 
agent and to learn at first hand the peculiarities of this market. 
‘Denmark has, of course, long ceased to be a seller’s market, and 
it is, therefore, important that British firms should realize the source 
and nature of the competition which faces them if they are not only 
to maintain but also to improve their share of this market. While 
competition must be faced from many European countries, Germany 
is the United Kingdom’s main competitor over a wide field. This 
means that unless British goods are in every way at least as good or 
better than those of Germany, business will be lost to that country. 
On average, every Dane, man, woman, and child, buys over £18 
worth of British goods every year — a very high figure. It is important, 
therefore, that British exporters should spare no effort to maintain and 
improve on their present position as suppliers to a market with which 
the United Kingdom has always had such long and friendly relations.’ 


Importance of U.K. Market to Denmark 


It is clear, says the Survey, that Denmark’s foreign trade is greatly 
dependent on the United Kingdom market. We take 40 per cent. of 
all her exports, principally bacon, butter and eggs. The Anglo-Danish 
bacon contract alone represents 17 per cent. of her total exports, or 
£50 million. 


Summing-up on likely trends in Denmark’s economy, the Survey 
comments: 

‘It has recently been suggested that Denmark may well have to rely for 
the necessary increase in her exports on industrial products, if she is to 
maintain and improve her high standard of living. It is true that industry is 
already the largest contributing factor in the gross national income and in 
1954 industrial goods took a larger share than ever before in the total value 
of exports. It is no doubt also true that a large city like Copenhagen could

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Rhodesia’s Kariba Hydro-Electric Scheme Offers 
Big Contracts 


IN JUNE of this year the Government of the Federation of Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland authorized the placing of contracts to the value of 
over £1.5 million for preliminary work on the Kariba Hydro Electric 
Project which has a potential capacity of over 1,200 megawatts. The 
initial stages of the scheme are estimated to cost more than £50 million. 
The main civil, mechanical and electrical engineering contracts will 
be placed during the next six to nine months. It is planned to com- 
mence generating electricity by end 1959. 

The first investigation of the power potential of the Kariba Gorge 
was carried out by the Department of Irrigation in Southern Rhodesia 
as long ago as 1927 and investigations have continued intermittently 
since then. In 1954 the Federal Authorities invited a French group 
of consultants to investigate the relative merits of the Kafue and Kariba 
schemes and early in 1955 it was announced that Kariba had been 
decided on. A new Ministry of Power has been set up to co-ordinate 
electrical developments in the Federation. The Federal Hydro Electric 
Board, which will be responsible for the placing of the Kariba con- 
tracts, has recently been reconstituted. The scheme will depend on 
loans from the International Bank and from the United Kingdom, 
supplemented by local loans. A mission from the International Bank 
has already investigated the economic background. Towards the end 
of July the Prime Minister announced that, having considered the 
findings of this Mission, the International Bank felt that, provided 
Kariba proved on examination to be a suitable project and provided 
the final estimate did not significantly depart from the present esti- 
mate, economic considerations would not bar the Bank from lending 
money for Kariba. A ‘project appraisal’ mission from the Bank is to 
visit the Federation later this year. 


The site of the dam is in the Kariba Gorge on the borders of 
Northern and Southern Rhodesia about two hundred miles North 
West of Salisbury, nine hundred miles from the source of the Zambesi 
and some two hundred miles below the Victoria Falls. At the gorge 
the river travels over a distance of some sixteen miles between ranges 
of hills seven to eight hundred feet in height. The proposed dam will 
bridge these hills and will be of the concrete arch type, approximately 
1,800 feet in length with a minimum height above ground level of 
about 400 feet. It will create the largest man-made lake in the world, 
about 1,600 square miles in extent, nearly two hundred miles long 
with an average width of ten to fifteen miles over the greater part 
of its length. Details of the generating plant and transmission lines 
have not yet been announced but it seems likely that turbo generator 
units of about 95,000 k.V.A. may be used, starting perhaps with two 
such units by 1959 and building up to a maximum installed capacity 
of 1,000/1,500 MW as load development necessitates. 

The initial contracts were placed in July and are for diversion 
tunnels, coffer dams, access roads and temporary living accommoda- 
tion. These contracts had to be placed urgently so that preliminary 
work could be done in the present dry season, which was necessary 
if the aim of generating electricity by 1959 was to be achieved. 


In August preliminary documents and drawings were issued

not exist on the proceeds of agriculture alone. How far it will be possible 
for industry to develop either in its organization at home or in its marketing 
abroad, it is difficult to say. The growth of industry has been late. Denmark 
took little part in the industrial revolution and when she did begin to 
industrialize it was to the heavy industries, like shipbuilding, that she turned. 
It was not until after the First World War, followed by the depression of 
the 1930's, that her medium and light industries began to develop, assisted 
in their growth by various protective measures adopted by successive 
governments; with certain notable exceptions, the units of industry are still 
small. 

‘It is hoped that over the short term the measures which have been taken 
to combat inflation and husband the foreign exchange resources of the 
country will eliminate the strains under which the economy has been working 
recently. In the long term it will no doubt be necessary to seek wider markets 
for agricultural produce and to develop further exports of industrial products, 
Denmark is a country highly dependent on foreign trade for its survival 
and much will therefore depend, not on the development of its own economy 
alone, but on world trading conditions.’

first instance for about 6,000 Africans and 1,000 Europeans, on high 
ground within three miles of the gorge and tenders are soon to be 
invited. The housing scheme will involve construction of roads, 
provision of water supplies and drainage, the erection of a temporary 
diesel power station and of small detached and semi-detached self- 
contained bungalows for Europeans and African housing units of 
up to three rooms with communal kitchens. There will be a small 
hospital, primary schools and a community centre. Some of the 
housing will be in prefabricated units for quick occupation and 
possible ultimate recovery, some will be of semi-permanent construc- 
tion with a life of seven to ten years and some will be permanent. 
Special facilities to deal with climatic conditions will probably be 
necessary. 


Invitations to Tender 


In September preliminary statements for the use of firms proposing 
to tender for the main civil engineering contract were published. It 
is hoped to issue the invitations to tender for this contract by the end 
of 1955 and three months will be allowed for the submission of tenders. 
The work will involve construction of the main dam itself with intake 
works, shafts, tail race tunnels, access roads and of second stage 
coffer dams and the like. It will include the construction of the control 
room, switching station, office buildings and workshops. Total 
excavation is estimated at 1,280,000 cubic yards and concrete work 
at 1,260,000 cubic yards; 8,000 short tons of reinforcing steel and 
300,000 short tons of cement will be required. Cement will be 
available from within the Federation where total production will 
soon reach 600,000 tons a year. There is a cement works at Chilanga, 
about 100 miles from the site. Contractors desiring to tender for the 
main civil engineering work will be required to submit, before the 
end of November 1955, evidence of their ability to carry out a contract 
of this size together with their proposals for a programme of work, 
labour force to be employed and estimate of expenditure in cur- 
rencies other than Rhodesian currency. 


It is likely that a number of the larger contractors in the United 
Kingdom will tender for the main contracts and opportunities will, 
no doubt, arise for smaller firms to play their part as sub-contractors. 
Competition will be keen and contractors from France, the United 
States, Italy, Belgium and Scandinavia have already visited the site. 
The leader of a recent German mission made it clear that German 
firms — also be competing and Swiss firms are known to be 
interested. 


It is the Federal Hydro-electric Board’s intention to reduce suc- 
cessful contractors’ financial obligations by advancing the full f.o.b. 
value of all approved construction plant against production of shipping 
documents. The advances so made will be repaid by monthly deduc- 
tions from progress payments. 


First Generating Units 

The hydraulic equipment gates, valves, screens, mechanical and 
electrical plant will be the subject of separate contracts. The timing 
for the supply and erection of the first generating units and the 
necessary distribution equipment and power line will be of con- 
siderable importance to United Kingdom contractors. Preliminary 
documents are under preparation and tenders should be invited 
early in 1956. Judging by the civil engineering programme, two or 
three months will be allowed for the submission of tenders.’ Firm 
orders for this part of the scheme will presumably not be placed until 
the middle of that year — and part of the equipment is required to be 
installed and working by end 1959. The programme is designed in 
view of the urgent need to make additional supplies available to the 
Copperbelt by this date. Satisfactory assurances that deliveries 
can be made to meet this schedule will be a big factor in the placing 
of contracts. 


The new Federal Customs Tariff, which was introduced in July 
this year, provides (Item 119(1)) for a 10 per cent. duty on imports

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German Industries Exhibition Reflects Modernity 


and Vigour 
From the Commercial Department of the British Embassy at Bonn 


THE STRANGE and difficult post-war conditions to which West 
Berlin is so successfully adapting itself give a special character to 
most events which take place in the city, and this distinction is shared 
by the annual German Industries Exhibition, which was opened by 
the Federal Minister of Economics on September 24 and continues 
until October 9. A visit to it is an interesting and stimulating experience, 
especially for those who remember Berlin only a few years ago. 
Visitors will find in this attractive show, with its lively atmosphere 
of modernity, a reflection of the vigour and the capacity which, with 
the help of the Federal German Government, has made this outpost 
of Western freedom one of the great industrial cities of the world. 
The exhibition, which is in the city’s permanent fairground, is a 
compact one with some 620,000 square feet of space and some 1,100 
exhibitors, including representatives from 26 foreign countries. 


It is possible to make a complete tour in one day with reasonable 
ease, and as none of West Berlin’s 6,000 factories is more than half 
an hour’s journey from the exhibition, it is a simple matter to supple- 
ment the impressions received there by visits to the producers them- 
selves. Business visitors can save time and extend the scope of their 
activities by calling on the Berlin Marketing Council, which has a 
branch office at 175 Piccadilly, London, and which gives information 
and arranges contacts in addition to those provided by the exhibiting 
firms. It should be noted that many producers of the heavy capital 
equipment which is manufactured in the city are not inclined to 
provide a comprehensive range of exhibits when it is so convenient 
for interested visitors to visit their works. 


Small machines, office equipment and durable consumer goods 
are exhibited in very large quantities and varieties, and it is particularly

of ‘machinery . . . for the generation, storage, transmission, dis- 
tribution . . . conversion or transformation of electric power . . 
from Continental and American sources. Imports fiom the United 
Kingdom and other sterling sources are duty free. The Federal 
Authorities are determined, however, to see that competition shall 
have full play and there is already evidence that Continental suppliers 
in particular feel that they will be able to submit competitive tenders. 
In some cases capacity in Continental factories is more freely available 
than is the case in the United Kingdom and attractive delivery offers 
may be made. The Federation has now liberalized most imports from 
non-dollar sources and currency considerations are generally ignored 
where the importation of capital goods is concerned. 

Quite apart from the great economic benefits which will come from 
the Kariba scheme’s contribution to the Federation’s existing power 
and transport requirements, cheap and abundant electricity will 
bring improved opportunities for the development of industries to 
process the Federation’s rich resources of raw materia's and to supply 
the steadily increasing market for consumer goods. The scheme has 
irrigation possibilities which have not yet been fully worked out and 
the large lake is expected to support a fishing industry and to be an 
important addition to the Federation's tourist attractions. It is to 
be hoped that United Kingdom firms will play a major role not only 
in the main scheme itself but also in these ancillary developments. 

Representatives of contractors wishing to quote for any of these 
works are, of course, welcome to visit the site. An air strip has just 
been constructed three miles from the gorge and the flight from 
Salisbury takes just over an hour. The next few weeks will provide 
the last opportunity for investigating the project with the Zambesi 
at low level. The rains occur during the summer months of November 
to April and the river will rise towards the end of the year concealing 
the area on which the dam foundations are to be built.

in respect of these classes of goods that the exhibition is tending to take 
on the aspect of a commercial fair rather than an industrial exhibition. 
One of the reasons for this increasing commercial interest is the rapid 
growth in the importance of the West Berlin market. The city’s 
2+ million inhabitants suffered greater deprivation and were 
more hindered in recovery after the war than were the other in- 
habitants of the Federal Republic, and consequently there was a 
certain lag in the re-equipping of themselves and their homes. The 
continuing and remarkable expansion of Berlin’s industries in recent 
years has brought with it a substantial reduction in unemployment and 
a notable increase in purchasing power. In the first half of 1955 total 
incomes increased by 17 per cent. as compared with the first half of 
1954. When to this is added the prevalence of instalment purchasing 
and the traditional open-minded enterprise of Berliners, it is not 
surprising that many producers of durable consumer goods consider 
that the city offers better than average opportunity for doing business. 
This helps to explain why a large number of firms from West Germany, 
in addition to those from Berlin, are exhibiting a wide range of 
household goods and appliances, radio, television and furniture. 
Television, which still has the attraction of novelty in West Berlin, 
is particularly well represented this year. 

The exhibition is visited each year by something like three- 
quarters of a million persons. This represents a considerable induce- 
ment for firms to take part in it; it does not escape their attention that 
about 40 per cent. of the visitors come from the Soviet sector of Berlin 
and Eastern Germany. Since East German external trade is on a 
State basis, visitors from East Germany cannot be considered 
immediate customers. Nevertheless, German manufacturers, sharing 
German hopes for a reunification of their country, consider it well 


worth while to take the opportunity of bringing their products to the 
attention of these visitors. 


United Kingdom Pavilion One of Chief Attractions 


An important section of the fairgrounds is occupied by national 
pavilions. In these are shown Government-sponsored exhibitions, and 
for several years the United Kingdom pavilion has proved to be one 
of the centres of attraction. Last year’s exhibit was visited by over 
200,000 people and the pavilion this year was opened by the President 
of the Board of Trade, who flew to the fair in a Bristol Britannia 
aircraft. The display in the United Kingdom pavilion is aimed at 
giving an impression of the advanced position in world industry which 
has been won and retained for the United Kingdom by the skill and 
pioneering enterprise of her people. Many of the products shown 
are revolutionary in design and are interesting and impressive in 
themselves. They also bear witness to the forward looking spirit 
which runs through British industry today. Amongst the items which 
are being demonstrated by representatives of the manufacturers 
specially sent out for the purpose are an autoleveller worsted processing 
machine, a potato harvester, high precision inspection machines, a 
thermo-plastic forming machine, and high fidelity amplifying equip- 
ment. Other recent developments which are attracting much attention 
in the pavilion are a jet aircraft engine, a well-known motor car engine, 
a tractor cultivator, a motor cycle, a sailing dinghy, and a combined 
refiigerator and water heater. Grouped under research and develop- 
ment is a range of exhibits concerned with atomic energy, gas turbines, 
radio-astronomy, and medical discovery. There is a display of fabrics 
and fashions, and in an industrial design group are shown consumer 
goods specially selected by the Council of Industrial Design. Large 
murals, models and captions help to create an appropriate atmosphere 
and convey the message that Britain’s vigour and enterprise keep her 
industry in the van of progress. In an adjoining cinema hall, films 
(mostly in colour) show various British industrial achievements. 

Adding to the pleasure and value of a visit is the fact that the 
period of the exhibition overlaps the annual Berlin Festival (September 
17-October 4) with its international programme of opera, concerts, 
ballet and drama. Here again Great Britain is playing an important 
part, being represented this year by Sir John Gielgud and the

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How Screen Advertising Can Aid 


the Exporter Overseas 
By Bruno Kiwi 


The part that film screen advertising can play in developing British 
export markets, particularly in some of the more under-developed 
countries, is outlined in the article below, written by the director of a 
firm making films for screen advertisement, The article is published 
as an information service to industry; the views expressed are the 

writer's and not necessarily those of H.M. Government. 


Tue use of the cinema screen as a medium for salesmanship and 
advertising can be a tremendous asset in improving the competitive 
position of British exporters in overseas markets. 

Effective salesmanship in the mass overseas markets presents 
problems not normally met in the United Kingdom. There are the 
problems of selling in markets where 85 per cent. of potential con- 
sumers cannot read, where languages or dialects vary from one 
village to the next, or where several different races and religions are 
intermingled. 

It was to study these problems on the spot that I recently made a 
25,000 mile tour through Hong Kong and Macao, Thailand, Malaya 
and Singapore, Burma, India and Ceylon, the region where all these 
difficulties can be seen at their greatest. I visited many types of 
cinemas, discussed the problems with cinema exhibitors, advertising 
men, advertisers and salesmen. 

Among India’s vast population of 400,000,000 people of mixed 
races and religions, for example, I found that little more than 5 per 
cent. of rural families ever see a newspaper; indeed, only 15 per cent. 
of them can read. Total circulation of English and Indian newspapers 
is some 3,500,000 —less than 1 per cent. of the total population — 
and the largest circulation of any one newspaper is only about 
100,000. 

It is, therefore, obvious that exporters to this and similar markets 
must seek other media through which to advertise their goods on a 
mass scale. The cinema offers the three basic essentials of sound, 
movement and colour, which are needed to get an advertising message 
across to the public in an undeveloped region. In the Far East and 
South-East Asia the cinema is proving even more popular than in 
the Western world, where other forms of mass entertainment and 
learning exist. 


New Techniques for Individual Markets 


The techniques and results of screen advertising, already well 
known in Britain, have never before been fully exploited in these 
overseas markets. The introduction of British methods and British- 
made advertising films and filmlets, therefore, has revolutionized this 
field of sales promotion. Export advertising calls for films produced 
specially for individual markets and designed throughout to suit the 
indigenous appeal. Careful market research is followed by an analysis 
of the problems of presenting the product — whether by live-action, 
cartoon or puppet films. Producers, writers and animators all have 
their parts to play in creating these films for cinema conditions in 
selected areas of the world. 

In undeveloped countries overseas, where it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to put over a sophisticated sales story, the most vital 
principle of advertising is that of pack recognition — displaying the 
product so vividly that its appearance will impress itself upon the 
mind of the potential customer, and he will recognize and ask for it 
in the shop. ‘The cinema screen, on which the product can be pictured 
in light and bright colours, is one of ways the of getting the fullest im- 
pact of the product on to the mind of the audience. 

But to the British exporter perhaps one of the most important 
advantages of screen advertising is the degree of control that can be 
exercised over the exhibition of the films so that they are seen under 
the best possible conditions. We have found it essential to appoint 
local associates in the overseas territories which British advertisers 
are invading, so that an entire campaign can be planned down to the 
smallest detail. Just as an advertiser who takes space in a newspaper 
can know accurately what sort of people will see his advertisements, 
so a screen advertiser can have similar information on his campaign 
in home and overseas markets. 

For British advertisers with an eye on the export markets it means 
that they can now make accurate appropriations for advertising their

products in any one of a hundred territories or in entire regions, and 
plan their campaigns as thoroughly and effectively as they do at 
home. 

There have been many exhortations that British export advertising 
should take on a more dynamic approach to combat competition from 
other overseas exporters. This is something which the screen can 
provide. British exporters who are already using screen advertising 
correctly in overseas markets confirm that they have learned its value 
in terms of added sales. It is a medium for every advertiser with a 
product to sell overseas —- to enable him to meet competition with a 
modern, appealing form of hard-selling advertising that reaches 
effectively into the vital export markets with a familiar voice. 


Strasbourg Fair, Second Largest 


in France 
From H.M. Consul at Strasbourg 


LOOKING BACK on Strasbourg European Fair which closed on 
September 18, the British Commonwealth appears to have made a 
useful contribution. The British contingent consisted of between 
70 and 80 firms, with about 30 exhibitors from other parts of the 
Commonwealth. Although British firms were in second place numeric- 
ally among foreign representatives, the Germans had a big lead with 
400 exhibitors. Italy, the Saar, Switzerland, the United States and 
the Netherlands each provided about 50 exhibitors out of a total of 
about 900 foreign entrants from 35 countries. 

Strasbourg is well situated for an international fair, lying as it does 
at a junction of highways running from Italy to Paris, from Switzerland 
to the Netherlands and from Paris to Germany. Added to this, it 
is the fourth largest port in France, with a large and increasing volume 
of shipping passing up and down the Rhine. Moreover, Alsace- 
Lorraine combined constitute potentially one of the richest areas of 
France, and possess a variety of industries including coal, steel and 
oil, the textile mills of the Vosges area, timber and paper, leather, 
shipbuilding, farming, breweries and, of course, the production of 
its well-known wines. 

The Fair has grown continuously since it began in 1925 until now 
it is second only to that held in Paris in the whole of France. ‘The 
German firms, from just across the Rhine, are naturally well situated 
to exhibit at the Fair in considerable strength. This year they displayed 
everything from foodstuffs and optical and photographic equipment 
to agricultural machinery, heavy industrial equipment and building 
materials. 

Britain’s biggest section was in foodstuffs and beverages, which 
were exhibited in great variety. The products shown included soft 
drinks, canned fish and meat, ales and stout, jams and marmalades, 
biscuits, chocolates and sweets, pickles, tea, cereals, whisky and 
even chewing-gum. Other sections in which United Kingdom firms 
were showing were mainly kitchen and catering equipment, games 
and toys, textiles, calculating machines, duplicating machines, type- 
writers and office and printing machinery. 

For the present export possibilities for many of the articles exhibited 
are limited by French import restrictions, but considering the size 
of the potential markets surrounding Strasbourg, it would be fair 
to conclude that British firms have something to gain and little to 
lose by exhibiting there, especially in view of the close proximity of 
Germany, Switzerland, Luxembourg, the Saar, Belgium and Holland. 


New Haitian Law to Control Trading 
Activities 

A NEW HAITIAN Government Law dated August 19 and published 
in Le Moniteur on August 29 regulates the activities of all classes 
of merchants operating in the Republic of Haiti. The object of the 
law, as declared in the preamble, is to establish a working basis for 
Article 16 of the Haitian Constitution which prohibits all importers, 
agents and manufacturers’ representatives from retailing the mer- 
chandise they import or represent. 

The law also restricts the activities of foreign merchants established 
in Haiti by listing certain ‘essential articles’ which only Haitian 
merchants may retail.

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International Trade and Financial Arrangements 
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United Kingdom and Bulgaria 


A FINANCIAL Agreement and a trade arrangement between the 
United Kingdom and Bulgaria were signed in London on September 
22. The text of the Financial Agreement will be published as a White 
Paper. 


The trade arrangement provides a basis for trade until the end of 
1957. The United Kingdom market is already open to imports of 
many Bulgarian products such as grains and oilseeds, and the trade 
arrangement provides specifically for the issue over the next twelve 
months of import licences for about £14 million of other Bulgarian 
goods, nearly all fruits and vegetables such as grapes and tomato 
puree. It also provides for Bulgarian purchases in the next twelve 
months of about £24 million of United Kingdom goods, including 
machinery, textile cloth and yarns, fish, copper sulphate and woollen 
rags. The details of trade after September 1956 will be negotiated 
later. The two Governments undertake not to discriminate against 
each other’s shipping and the continuance of E.C.G.D. facilities for 
exporters to Bulgaria is confirmed. 


The Financial Agreement provides for the payment to the United 
Kingdom Government by the Bulgarian Government of £400,000 
in settlement of claims in respect of British property, rights and interests 
affzcted by Bulgarian nationalization, expropriation or other similar 
m:asure3, United Kingdom claims arising out of Article 23 of the 
Treaty of Peace with Bulgaria, and pre-war commercial and banking 
debts. Paym:nt of the £400,000 will be made by annual instalments 
of 5 per cent. of the sterling proceeds of imports into the United 
Kin zd>m from Bulga ria. The first instalment will be paid on March 31, 
1955. Arrangements for the distribution of the £400,000 will be 
announced later. 


In the course of the negotiations the Bulgarian Government offered 
to the United Kingdom Government a sum of £186,000 payable by 
instalm:ats over a number of years in full satisfaction of United 
Kingdom holdings of Bulgarian Government bonds. The Bulgarian 
Government estimated that this amount represented about 6-7 per 
cent. of the nominal capital value of Bulgarian bonds held by residents 
in the United Kingdom. The United Kingdom Government were 
unable to accept this offer which bears no relation to the contractual 
terms of the bonds and which was entirely unacceptable to the Council 
of Foreign Bondholders and the League Loans Committee. The 
two Governments have agreed, therefore, that bonded debt should 
be excluded from the financial settlement and that this question 
remains to be settled. The United Kingdom Government have made 
it plain that they regard the rights of the bondholders as being in no 
way affected by the conclusion of the financial agreement. 


Distr ibution of Bulgarian Assets 


The payment of £400,000 provided for in the Financial Agreement 
is quite separate from the distribution of about £100,000 of Bulgarian 
assets in this country which will be made by the Administrator under 
the Treasury Direction of August 6, 1954 (Cmd. 9237). If exports 
of Bulgarian goods continue at the level envisaged in the first year of 
the trade arrangement, the payment of the £400,000 should be com- 
pleted by about 1959-60. 


The total of debts and claims against Bulgaria, exclusive of bonded 
debt, has been estimated at £1-6 million. This figure is very uncertain 
and until the claims have been lodged and vetted it is impossible 
to say what the precise total is. 





H.M. Ambassador at Jedda Appointed 


THE QUEEN has been graciously pleased to approve the appointment 
of Mr. R. W. Parkes, O.B.E., lately Counsellor at Her Majesty’s 
Embassy at Djakarta, to be Her Majesty’s Ambassador Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary at Jedda in succession to Mr. Harold Beeley. 


Ecuador and Colombia 


A COMMERCIAL TREATY between Ecuador and Colombia was 
signed at Quito on July 31, and will come into force on the exchange 
of instruments of ratification. It will be valid for a period of five 
years and will continue in force until the expiry of a period of six 
months following the date of any notification to terminate by one of 
the parties. 

The present treaty modifies that signed at Bogota on July 6, 1942, 
and will prevail over all dispositions of that treaty and of the Treaty 
of Friendship, Trade and Navigation signed between the two countries 
at Quito on August 10, 1905, which may be incompatible with the 
new treaty. 

Under the 1955 treaty each country agrees to grant most-favoured- 
nation treatment to the other in matters of customs duties and taxes, 
sea and air navigation, foreign exchange control and import and export 
systems. The usual exception is made in the case of concessions or 
advantages granted by either country to neighbouring countries to 
facilitate border trade and to benefits resulting from any Customs 
Union to which either of the countries is or may become a party. 

The treaty provides also for a reduction of 80 per cent. in the 
import duties on pharmaceutical products, proprietary medicines, 
insecticides and veterinary products, and a reduction of 20 per cent. 
on all other products originating in either country. 

Provision is made for the establishment of a Joint Ecuadorean- 
Colombian Commission charged with ensuring the efficient application 


>< Indonesia and Poland >< 


A TRADE AGREEMENT was signed on September 6 at Djakarta by 
representatives of the Governments of Indonesia and Poland. 

The agreement, which is retrospective to May 1, 1955, and is 
valid until February 28, 1956, provides for trade up to a value 
£ 1,800,000 each way. Indonesian exports are to include copra, rubber, 
tin, tea and coffee. Polish exports are to include textiles, machinery 
and medicines. 





How to Pack, Despatch and Declare 
Goods for Swiss Market 


Exporters to the Swiss market may be interested in the following 
notes which have been received from the Commercial Department of 
the British Embassy in Berne: 


Swiss duties are reckoned normally on gross weight but in quite a number 
of instances United Kingdom exporters can gain considerable financial 
advantage both on freight costs and on customs duties by packing goods 
lightly and having them declared by the importer or the importer’s forward- 
ing agent on a basis of the net weight of the goods plus a percentage tare 
supplement. 

Whether specified goods may be subject to this procedure is a matter 
on which only an importer with much experience or a qualified forwarding 
agent can advise. 

A booklet published by the Swiss customs, entitled ‘L’Ordonnance sur 
la Tare et son Application,’ offers guidance to importers and customs 
declarants on this subject. It is obtainable, against payment, from the 
Commercial Department of the British Embassy, Berne, at a cost of Sw. frs. 
1.30. 

Considerable saving may also be effected by right choice of the customs 
heading under which articles are declared. Here the services of an experienced 
forwarding agent can be worth paying for. 


Spanish Leather Fair Postponed

Decisions on Tariff Commission 
Recommendations 


BELOw IS THE text of a Resolution, dated September 7, announcing 
the Indian Government’s decisions on the Tariff Commission’s 
Report on the Diesel Fuel Injection Equipment Industry. 


No. 21(1)-TB/55.0 The Tariff Commssion has submitted its Report on 
the Diesel Fuel Injection Equipment Industry on the basis of an inquiry 
conducted by it under Section 11 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. 
Its recommendations are as follows: 

(1) Protection should be granted to the industry till December 31, 1956, 
in the first instance by levying a duty of 60 per cent. ad valorem on 
single cylinder fuel injection pumps for stationary diesel engines and 
nozzleholders with a clamping capacity up to 1 in. clamping diameter 
for nozzles (atomizers) and component parts thereof excluding 
elements and delivery valves when imported separately and nozzles 
respectively. The rate of duty for nozzleholders with a clamping 
capacity up to 1 in. clamping diameter for nozzles (atomizers) of 
British manufacture should be fixed in accordance with the Indo- 
United Kingdom Trade Agreement. 

(2) Government should make arrangements with the Collectors of 
Customs, and the Director General of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics to record the imports of diesel fuel injection equipment 
separately under two categories, viz. (1) single cylinder fuel injection 
pumps for stationary diesel engines and (2) nozzleholder with a 
clamping capacity up to 1 in. clamping diameter for nozzles (atomizers) 
for use on stationary as well as automobile diesel engines. 

(3) The Indian Standards Institution should examine the feasibility of 
formulating standard specifications for the fuel injection equipment 
as well as its principal components in consultation with the manu- 
facturers of fuel injection equipment, stationary diesel engines, and 
diesel engine automobiles. 

(4) Government should take steps to develop indigenous production of 
raw materials which are imported at present. 

(5) Government should make arrangements for periodical testing of the 
quality of indigenous fuel injection equipment. 
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(6) Motor Industries Co. Ltd., and Fuel Injections Ltd., should be 
required to submit a detailed phased programme of manufacture of 
components for 1955, 1956 and 1957 so that by the end of 1957 it 
should be possible for them to manufacture all components of pumps 
and nozzleholders in India. 

(7) Steps should be taken by Government to ensure that the phased 
programme is implemented by Motor Industries Co. Ltd., and Fuel 
Injections Ltd., according to the time table approved by them (i.e. 
Government). 

(8) The manufacturers of fuel injection equipment should take steps to 
build up an adequate sales and service organization so as to be able 
to meet the requirements of consumers in different parts of the 
country. They should also maintain adequate stocks of various types 
and specifications of pumps and nozzleholders required by consumers, 
and also provide adequate facilities for the servicing of their equipment. 

2. Government accept recommendation (1). The protective duty recom- 

mended is being brought into force with immediate effect.* Necessary 
legislation will also be introduced in due course. 

3. Government also accept recommendations (2) to (5) and (7), and will 

take suitable steps to implement them so far as possible 

4. The Commission has also made certain recommendations regarding 

import policy which will be taken into account by Government as and when 
the import policy for successive half-years is formulated. 

5. The attention of the Industry is invited to recommendations (6) and (8).

COLOMBIA 
Remittances of Foreign Exchange 


THE EXCHANGE CONTROL Authorities in Colombia have been 
reminded by the Central Bank that under Resolution No. 8 of 
Decree No. 1086 of April 12, 1949, applications by importers to 
remit foreign exchange should be made within a period of 60 days 
after the date of expiry of the relevant import licence.

The thirty-first annual general meeting of George Cohen Sons and 
Company Limited, was held on September 28 in London. Mr. Cyrit M. 
Couen, chairman and managing director, presided. 

The following is an extract from his circulated statement: 

The Directors’ Report and Statement of Accounts for the year ended 
31st March, 1955, reflect a very successful year’s trading. 

Group net earnings, after providing for one substantial loss and certain 
small lossses in Subsidiary Companies, total £1,417,417 compared with a 
corresponding figure last year of £1,214,536.

The Gamet bearing 
will be introduced progressively into all the machine tools we manufacture.

Midgley & Sutcliffe Limited 

Since the end of the financial year—in May, 1955, in fact—we acquired 
the total share capital of Midgley & Sutcliffe Limited, manufacturers of the 
well-known “Richmond” range of milling and radial drilling machines, 
whose works are at Hunslet, near Leeds. 

The company’s plant is modern and fully employed and the Richmond 
products have a first-class reputation for quality coupled with value for 
money. ‘They are extremely popular amongst users of machine tools. 


Supplementary Information 

In the Report and Accounts, under the heading “Supplementary Infor- 
mation,’ we tabulate the Group’s earnings and dividend record for the 
eight years during which we have been a Public Company. 

It will be seen that the Ordinary dividend recommended to be paid for 
the year represents a return of 5.7 per cent. on the average capital employed 
and, after providing for the Preference dividend, is covered four times by 
available profits. 

The figures reflect the solid progress which has been made during these 
years and demonstrate clearly how effective have been the policies which I 
have outlined to you—and which you have supported wholeheartedly. 

Including the issue of £500,000 Preference stock, the net worth of your 
Group at its present figure of £5,750,000, has nearly doubled in the eight- 
year period. During this time, over £3} millions have been spent on pro- 
ductive capital assets, and the expansion in the Group’s activities is reflected 
in the Balance Sheet total, which stands at £10 millions against £4} millions 
in 1947. 
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Capitalisation of Reserves 

In February 1953, we capitalised £900,000 Group Reserves, which brought 
Cintninal Oxdinaky eapitalcap t> £1} Silliada nateatneeiniedes named 
value of the Preference stock, Since that date, reserves have again grown 
substantially to their present figure of £2} millions, and we also have out- 
standing the £1 million Unsecured Notes. 
The total funds employed in the business attributable to Stockholders 
and Unsecured Noteholders are, therefore, £6} millions. 
In order to create a stronger and even better balanced capital structure, 
your Board considers that £1 million of the Group’s Reserves should be 
capitalised and we shall shortly be applying to the Capital Issues Committee 
for their consent to this operation, which would involve a Scrip Issue of two 
new Stock Units for every three held. 


Interim Dividends 

From time to time we have increased the total Ordinary dividend for the 
year. However, this increase has always been made in the final dividend, 
whilst the interim dividend has remained static. A wide disparity 
our interim and final dividends has consequently developed, and it is your 
Board’s intention to narrow this gap. 

If the proposed capitalisation of reserves is approved, we shall, for the 
current year—provided the financial position and profits justify it—pay an 
interim dividend of 34 per cent. on the revised nominal value of the Ordinary 
stock. This dividend, if calculated on the present amount of i 
Ordinary stock, represents a rate of nearly 6 per cent, as compared with 
34 per cent. paid for some years. 

Lest there be any undesirable speculation following my statements that 
we propose to capitalise reserves and intend to reduce the gap between the 
rates of the interim and final dividends, I must emphasise strongly that these 
two proposals are unrelated and that neither of them foreshadows an increase 
in the total amount to be distributed by way of dividends for the current year. 


Outlook 

After reviewing the activities of the various individual companies the 
statement continued: 

Since the end of the financial year under review the national economy has 
been weakened by two very serious strikes and we have recently been 
confronted with staggering rises in fuel costs and all the other related in- 
creases. Such unpredictable occurrences clearly make accurate forecasting 
impossible. 

In the aggregate, there has been no falling off in orders but it seems that 
the ‘Credit Squeeze” must be of adverse influence, slowing down demand 
for the goods—capital and otherwise—which your Group supplies. 

On the rosier side of the picture we remain extremely busy everywhere 
and all our manufacturing plants will be working at high pressure for some 
time to come. It should also be remembered that we shall have a full year’s 
profit from The Colchester Lathe Co. Limited and some ten months’ 
worthwhile profit from Midgley & Sutclifie Limited. 

The ever growing burden of costs naturally causes us concern and, bearing 
this consideration in mind as well as the others on which I have touched, 
we have budgeted this year for a profit which, although somewhat smaller 
than that for the year under review, is creditable when related to capital 
employed.

UNITED STATES 
Proposed Tariff Negotiations 


THE UNITED STATES Interdepartmental Committee on Trade 
Agreements have now given formal notice of the intention of the 
United States Government to participate in a further round of 
multilateral and reciprocal tariff negotiations with other Contracting 
Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. The Com- 
mittee have published a list of products which will be considered by 
the United States for the purpose of negotiating tariff concessions. 
The list includes products of interest to 25 countries (including the 
United Kingdom) with which the United States expects to negotiate. 

No tariff concessions by the United States will be considered in 
excess of the authority delegated to the President in the Trade 
Agreements Extension Act of 1955. This Act provides that no item 
may be reduced by more than 15 per cent. below the January 1, 1955, 
rate (i.e., by no more than 5 per cent. a year over a three-year period). 
The only exception is that rates which are above 50 per cent. ad 
valorem, or its equivalent based on a representative period, may be 
reduced to 50 per cent. ad valorem over a three-year period. No tariff 
concession will be granted by the United States on any product not 
included in the present list or in a subsequent published list. 

The United States Committee for Reciprocity Information have 
also given notice that, as required by law, it will receive views of 
interested persons concerning any aspect of the proposed negotiations. 
Such views must be submitted in writing not later than October 17, 
1955, and public hearings will begin in Washington on October 31. 

The United States Tariff Commission have also announced that 
they will hold public hearings beginning on October 31 in connection 
with its ‘peril point’ investigation, as required by Section 3 (a) of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act 1951, on the extent to which 
United States concessions on listed products may be made in the 
negotiations without causing or threatening serious injury to a domestic 
industry producing like or directly competitive products. The final 
date for filing written statements with the Tariff Commission is 
October 17.

Import Regulations in Tripolitania 


A RECENT Libyan Government Trade Notice announced that from 
September 15, Henna was removed from the list of goods which may 
be imported under Open General Licence. This item should, there- 
fore, be added to the list of goods for which specific import licences 
are required, published in the Board of Trade Journal on May 9, 
1953 (page 957), and subsequently amended on May 16, 1953 (page 
1028), and January 23, 1954 (page 181). 


Another Trade Notice which was recently published reminded 
importers of seed potatoes that certificates of origin stating that the 
imports are ‘Certified seed potatoes’ and certificates of varietal purity 
and freedom from disease must be obtained, and all sacks and labels 
must be clearly marked ‘Certified Seed Potatoes.’ 


Import Licensing Regulations 
Revised 


THE List of goods which may be imported direct from the United 
Kingdom into Malta under an Open General Licence has been 
amended with effect from August 23. The relevant items published 
in the Board of Trade Journal on April 23, 1955, page 923, should 
now read as follows:

Import of Animal Feeding Stuffs 
and Medicines 


THE MINISTER for Agriculture in the Irish Republic has made an 
Order entitled Agricultural Produce (Cereals) Act, 1938 (Section 
20 (2)) (Exemption) Order, 1955. The effect of the Order, which 
came into force on September 19, is to exempt from the requirements 
of an import licence any article of the nature of a food or medicine 
for internal use, for the use of horses, mules, jennets, asses, cattle, 
sheep, swine, goats or poultry, which: 
(a) passes in commerce under the designation of a proprietary or 
protected trade name; and 
(b) consists solely of one of the following articles: 
(i) barium antimonyltartrate, (xii) sulphaguanidine,

(x) sodium fluoride, (xxi) wheat-germ oil.

Importation of Seeds 


THE MINISTER for Agriculture in the Irish Republic has made an 
Order entitled Seeds (Regulation of Import) Order, 1955. The effect 
of the Order, which came into force on September 26, is to remove 
quantitative control of the importation of seeds of the following classes 
of vegetables: 

Dwarf French or kidney beans, garden beet, borecole, broccoli, 
cabbage (including Savoy cabbage), carrot, cauliflower, leek, lettuce, 
onion and parsnip. 

Licences will continue to be required for the importation of seeds 
of kale, mangel (including sugar mangel), rape, turnip (including 
swede turnip), fodder beet and sugar beet.

Importation of Irrigation Pumps 


THE PRESIDENT of the Council of Ministers in Saudi Arabia has 
issued a directive which restricts the number of importers of pumping 
sets in Saudi Arabia. 


The terms of the directive are: 

(a) The Minister of Agriculture is instructed to restrict the number of 
importers of pumping sets (which means in effect that the Ministry 
will recognize only a limited number of importers); 

(b) The duties of the importer of pumping sets are defined so as to include 

Provision of service engineers and workshops (one for every 300 
engines imported); 

(c) The importer of fewer than 300 engines is allowed to form a joint 
workshop with another importer; 

(d) All installations of pumping sets are to be made under the general 
supervision of the Ministry of Agriculture. The local agent is obliged 
to keep proper records and send mechanics to pay regular servicing 
Visits to installations, at a small fee to the farmer; 

(e) A farmer is defined as one who either owns land or holds at least a 
three year lease. Given this qualification, he is then entitled to apply 
to the Ministry of Agriculture for a pumping set stating his choice 
from one of the types offered by the approved importers. If his 
application is approved he must pay the importer one-third of the 
cost in cash at once, with a further third at the end of one year and 
the remainder at the end of the second year. If he fails to pay either 
the second or third instalment, the Ministry of Agriculture guarantees 
to pay the local supplier instead; 

(f) The importer is bound to provide spares for pumping sets; though 

no percentage is specified he will be fined if he does not do so; 

If he sells for cash the importer’s profit must not exceed 10 per cent.; 

but if on an instalment basis the limit is 20 per cent., plus 5 per cent. 

if the sale is made through a sub-agent; 

(h) The regulations are to be reconsidered by the Ministry after one year 

amendments submitted (in practice it will probably be two years 
before this happens). 


For the present it appears that three firms only will be able to 
import pumps under the terms of the directive. They are: 
Messrs. Mitchell Cotts & Co., Jedda. 
Arabian Trading Co., P.O. Box 78, Jedda. 
E. & A. Juffali & Co., Jedda. 


There will be nothing to stop other agents importing pumping 
sets for private sales but they will have to pay duties which will put 
them at a disadvantage for local farmers’ custom. 

The instalment scheme to enable farmers to purchase pumps, 
which is mentioned in the directive, may result in a big increase in 
demand and provide further opportunities for United Kingdom ex- 
porters who already provide over 90 per cent. of Saudi Arabia’s 
imports of pumping sets.

Import Regulations Amended 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have received the texts, in French, of the 
Turkish Circular No. 6 and Notices Nos. 71 and 72, published in 
the Official Gazette on August 5, 9 and 11, respectively. 


Circular No. 6 refers to the regulations of imports and of the manu- 
facture and transfer of certain goods subject to appropriation and 
distribution. 


Notice No. 71 refers to the rules to be applied for the import and 
sale to third parties of motor cars and similar vehicles forming the 
subject of an import application without payment of the countervalue. 


Notice No. 72 refers to the regulations which have to be observed 
by booksellers for the importation of books, newspapers, reviews 
and reproductions, for commercial purposes.
